BY WAY OF CANADA. 

The Prospects of the New Route to Australia 
Uncommonly Bright. 

(Now York Evening Post.) 

The prospects of the new route from Lon- 
don to Sydney by way of Canada seem to bo 
uncommonly bright. It appears that since 
the first boat started last May there has 
been a steady increase both in the number 
of passengers and in tho amount of mer- 
chandise carried. Previously to May last 
tho trade between the Sandwich Islands and 
the American Continent was a monopoly for 
an American linn, and, inasmuch as tho 
Islands import goods to the extent of from 
seven to eight million dollars a year, this 
trade was not insignificant. Then San 
Francisco received the bananas anr] othor 
tropical fruits sent from the islands, and 
forwarded to Canada and to Washington 
merely tho "culls," or the inferior parts of 
tho consignments ; while the United States 
despatched manufactured goods to Honolulu 
in exchange. But by the first vessel that 
loft Vancouver for Sydney agents were sent 
by both British Columbia and Washington 
to Honolulu to establish a direct fruit busi- 
ness with Canada. 

There is a great demand in Canada for 
fruits of all kinds, and the trade hua already 
assumed considerable dimensions. Canada 
now gets her fruit direet, eats a good deal 
more of it than she did before, and pays 
for it with her salmon or her manufactured 
goods, thus gaining a double advanrage. In 
the near future a third steamship, specially 
designed for carrying frozen meat, will be 
put on the line, in order that Camilla may 
got mutton and betf Irom Australia anil 
send back frozen salmon, halibut and other 
fish from British Columbia. As regards the 
intercolonial trade generally, tho great fac- 
tor in tho situation is that a steamer leaves 
Sydney in the middlo of tho Ausiralian win- 
ter and arrives at Canada in the height of 
summer, or vico versa. With u view of en- 
couraging tho new trade, the Canadian Pa- 
eilie Railway is, for the iirat year or two, 
charging only cost prico for carrying ever 
its lines all goods consigned to Australia or 
Honolulu. Tho establishment of a lino of 
swift steamers between Canada and Great 
Britain will now, it is thought, Boon ho 
established.

Russians In Lyons. 

Lyons, Oct. 20. — After the banquet in 
their honcr at tho Hotol do Villo laat even- 
ing, tho Ruaaian naval officers attended a 
Venetian fete. SubBequontly they gave a 
reception at the Grand theatro. It was 
midnight when they started for Marseilles. 
A dense crowd was at the stution to bid 
them udieu, and tho last sound they hoard 
in Lyons waa roar of the crowd Bhouting 
" Vive la Ruaaie." 

Uetrlbntl vc Justice. 

ZANZIBAR, Oot 20.— Tho second lieuten- 
ant of tho Italian despatch vessel Stafletta 
was murdered by Samalia at Merkah, on 
tho mainland, forty-five miles southwest of 
Magadoxo. Tho StufTetta subsequently 
bombarded tho town, landed eailora and 
marines, and killed several Samalia con- 
cerned in the murder. 

Division of Ccrninn Revenue*. 

Bkui.in, Oct. 20. — Tho final conference, 
held ycaterday, of the finance niiniaters of 
tho different Btates of the empire resulted in 
a perfect agreement on the division of rev- 
enues between tho empire and tho federal 
states and the adoption of tobacco and 
bourao taxea and a tax on wines worth fifty 
m&rka per hectolitre and upwards. Dr. 
Miquel, the Prussian finance minister, en- 
tertained his South Gorman colleagues this 
evening. The greatest harmony prevailed 
during the conference. 

Cholera ruses. 
London, Oct. 20. — A despatch to the 
Timea from Berlin says that caaea of Asiatic 
jholeru in Tilsit, Stettin, Rerpenschleuse, 
Glenwitz and Hamburg were announced to- 
day by the Imperial Health office. Tho 
boatman who was stricken with cholera in 
Berlin yesterday died in tho Monbito cholera 
hospital to day. A woman employed at the 
Royal arms factory in Spandau foil ill of 
cholera on Monday and died on Tuesday at 
Navenbrandenburg. 

Vatican nu<l (liilrlnal, 

ROME, Oct. 26.— The government has 
again notified the Vatican that it will con- 
tinue to refune exequaturs to tho Italian 
bishops nominated at tho recent consistory 
until the Vatican shall recognize King 
Humbert's right to nominate the Patriarch 
of Venice. In consequence of this action of 
the government, the pope will not appoint 
any Italian bishops ut the December con- 
sistory. 

ICIsmnrrli Making Fine Progress, 

BERLIN, Oct. 20. — Dr. Schweninger, who 
has returned from a visit to F reidricharuhe, 
aaya that ho examined Bismarck and found 
him making Uno progresa. Tho Princess 
Bismarck ia ill of a aovcro cold. 

In Honor of Russia. 

Paris, Oct. 20. —France will orcct a 
statuo in honor of Russia near the Aroho 
do Triomphe. It ia reportod tho Czar 
will visit Paris next spring at a timo coin- 
cident with tho grand naval review at 
Genoa in tho presence of Emperor William 
of Germany and King Humbert of Italy. 



COUNT TAAFE'S PREDICAMENT. 

Trying to Relievo tho Cabinet of Three 
Ministers so as to Havo Hie 
Government. 

Vienna, Oct. 20 —Tho adjournment of 
tho Reicshrath ia believed this evening to be 
imminent. Count Taafe's plan now is to re 
construct tho cabinet in bucIi a manner aa 
to conciliate tho Opposition, although it is 
much doubled that ho will bo ablo to heal 
tho breach between himsolf and the United 
German loft under lirneat von Pleuer. 
Three miniaters aro reported to be on tho 



verge of dismissal, Count Taafe wishes to 
throw overboard Dr. Steinbach, financo 
minister, aa being tho oiiginal advocate in 
the cabinet of tho suffrage bill ; Baron von 
Frsnkenturn, minister of public instruction, 
becauao ho drafted tho bill, and Baron 
Sleaky, minister without portfolio, because 
he failed to forewarn tho Government of tho 
position which hia Polish compatriota would 
manifest against tho meaaure. After un- 
loading thcao men Count Taafe is expootod 
to reviao tho suffrage bill and introduce it iu 
a form acceptable to a majority of tho 
deputies. 

MIDWINTER FAIR. 



Nevada and Arkansas Taking- a Keen 
Interest in tho San Fran- 
cisco Exposition. 

Pugfet Sound People More Enthusi- 
astic Than They Were Over 
Chicago's Show. 



San Francisco, Oct. 20. — Tho executivo 
oommittee of the Midwinter Exhibition haa 
beon ofliciully informed that, at tho augges- 
tion of Governor R. K. Coleord, of Nevada, 
tho Agricultural Sucioty in that stuto has 
taken the lead in regard to the Nevada ex- 
hibit at tho fair, and haa appointed P. H. 
Mulcarty and C. H. Stoddart ua commia- 
aioners and managers of the exhibit. These 
commissioners have applied to the managers 
of the fair for all information in regard to 
Bpace, but have not yet decided whether 
they will fill a largo spaco in one building 
or whether they will erect a building of 
their own. The decision in the mattor will 
be reached ut the earliest possible date. In 
any event, it is tho intention ot Nevada to 
mako u comprehensive exhibit of mining, 
miuerala, mechanics, manufactures, agri- 
culture, horticulture, oto. . and to havo tho 
diaplay of that atate all togother if possible. 

The latest State thua far to put in a bid 
for adequate ropreaentation at tho Midwin- 
ter PjxpoBition iB Arkanaae. There have 
been SdVdfal communications received from 
individuals in that State in regard to tho 
coming fair, but now there comoa one from 
Jamea Mitohell, preaident of tho Arkansas 
World's Fair Aaaociation, in which ho ox- 
preasea great anxiety to seo that tho State 
of Arkansas is properly represented. He 
asks for all poasible information on tho sub- 
ject of the expoaition, and promisea that in 
tho roll of Statea which are to participate in 
tho midwinter industrial ovent Arkanaaa 
shall not bo miaaing. Charles L. H. Pierce, 
who haa been travelling extensively in 
Washington and Oregon, reports to the ex- 
ecutive committee of the fair that tho 
Oregoniana had people in tho neighborhood 
of Puget Sound who are more enthuaiaatic 
over the Midwinter Expoaition project than 
they havo ever been over the Chicago Ex- 
poaition. "Chicago was too far off," aaid 
Mr. Pierce, "but San Francisco is within 
reach and distance, and you may roly on it 
that if you establish an Oregon or Puget 
Sound day you will have train load after 
train load of people pouring down from that 
district, and their money pouring into tho 

ffera of tho fair and of the hotel people of 
the city."

Ho alao beara testi- 
mony from four yeara personal obaervation 
that Captain Healy ia vigilant and unceas- 
ing in his efforts to provent tho smuggling 
of liquor into Alaska.

On Tuesday a similar per- 
formance was given, and thia evening John 
Hare's company pluyed a comedy for Her 
Majesty. Tho Queen has been present 
throughout every play and keenly eDjoyed 
them all.

Cape Town, Oct. 20— Lo Bengula, king of 
tho Matiibclcs, is reported to be greatly 
angered at tho iiowb that Mr. Seloua, tho 
English hunter and South African traveller, 
haa arrived at tho Tati and will lead a Brit- 
ish column against tho Matabele warriors.

STEAMSHIP WRECKED. 

The "City of New York" Strikes the 
Rocks While Leaving - San 
Francisco. 



Slavery Abolished. 

New York, Oot. 20. — A cable from Sun

Barrios yesterday decreed that labor Bhould 
henceforth be freo all over tho country. By 
this decreo tho oldest institution of enforced 
labor is abolished.

Wild Confusion in the Chinese Steer 
age— An Unusually Large 
Cargo on Board. 



San Francisco, Oct. 20.— Tho steamship 
City of Now York Bailed fur China and 
Japan at 3:30 p.m., and went down tho 
bay under a full head of ateam. The fog 
waa very heavy, and from Meiga' wharf 
the Heuda could not be seen. About 4:30 
p.m. tho big ocean ateumer waa loat eight 
of, and half an hour later the booming of 
cannon could bo heard and tho signal 
rooketa could bo seen aa they buret above 
tho fog. The signul station at Point Lobos 
at once sent a message into toivn, and soon 
every tug in the bay waa racing for Point 
Bonita. On arriving there it was found 
that the atcamer wua hard und faBt on the 
rocks, having gone on them under a full 
head of steam. She wus in charge of Pilot 
Sveuson ut the time. As soon aa tho abip 
Btruck there waa a scono of wild confuaion. 
The couple hundred of Chinese iu tho btcor- 
ugo set up a howl that could bo heard half 
across the Golden Gate. Captain Johnston 
was wonderfully cool, however, and ho and 
his officers soon reatorcd order. \\ hen the 
Bignal lights began to flash, the observers 
ut Point Loboa at firat came to the con- 
clusion that it was tho ateamer Monowai 
that had gone on tho rocks, and that news 
was circulated ull over the city. ThoBO 
who wero expecting relatives on that ateamer 
from Sydney, Auckland, Samoa and Hawuii 
at once flocked to the office of J. D. Spreck- 
ela & Co. All they could be told was that 
a ateamer had gono on Point Bonilla, but 
aa to whether it waa tho Monowai or tho 
Bonita no one could tell. Half an hour 
later tho wrecked vessel was mudo ont to be 
the City of New York. When tho City of 
New York sailed, this afternoon, Capt. H. 
F. Juhuatou wua in command, George 
Auckera waa chief officer, P. F. Herrlihy 
chief engineer, E. J. Riehardaon puraor, 
and Geo. H. Bradbury surgeon, Tho splen- 
did looking 3,000 tona ahip went down tho 
bay liko a greyhound, and those who saw 
her pasa along the front never thought of 
danger. An hour later alio waa on tho 
rocks and a dozen tugs were pulling at her, 
attempting to get her off. 

Tho vceael muat have got close inshore as 
she was passing out, and tho tide carrying 
her out of her courae threw her on tho rocka 
and turned the magnificent vessel into a 
wreck. If ahe doea not get off to night and 
tho wind should freshen, the chances are 
that she will go to pieces. This 
point is most dangeroua, add half a 
dozen veaaela havo como to grief on 
it during the past twelve months. The Lur- 
line went ashore there and the John D. 
Spreckels was only saved by a fishing 
vessel. It was from there that the Spinney 
broko away from tho tuga and atarted up 
tho coaat to her doom. Tho City of New 
York waa built in Chester, Pa., in 1875, but 
was practically rebuilt a few yeara ago. 
She was of 3,018.50 tons gross; was 338 feet 
long; 40 feet 2 inches beam, and 20 feet 5 
inches depth. She took an unusually large 
cargo of fbur and general merehandiao, all 
of which will probably be a total losa. At 
a late hour thia evening the Now York is 
hard and faat on tho rocks. There ore eight 
feet of water in her hold and the tuga can- 
not movo her. All the passengers have been 
taken off and will be brought back to the 
city. The fog is almoBt thick enough to cut 
with a knife. Thero ia very little wind. 
The tuga will be along aide all night. The 
losa will bo half a million. No insurance. 
Besides the cargo of merchandise the ateamer 
carried §191,290 in treasure, of which $140,- 
000 wus iu Mexican dollars.

FIRE AT THE FAIR.

Danger— Flames Finally Extinguished. 

Chicago, Oct. 20.— At two o'clock thia 
afternoon fire waa diecovcred in tho tower of 
the Indiana building, and as soon aa the fire 
apparatus arrived a great crowd gathered. 
Scores of Hooaiera who were in the building 
rushed out in a panic, and it looked for a 
moment as if a rush could not be averted. 
By promptly tearing out tho sheeting and 
demolishing some of the stuffwork, the fire- 
mon soon extinguished the flames. The Iobb 
will bo but a small amount. 



Martial Law Proclaimed. 

New York, Oct. 20.— Tho Herald'a cable 
from Montevideo suya : Your correspond- 
ent at Rio telegraphs : Peixoto'a Govern- 
menjT issued a decreo on October 15 which 
extended tho period of martial law, under 
which tho city has been placed, fr.mi that 
date up to October 28. Tho aamo decreo 
reatricta tho liberty of tho preaa entirely, 
provides for the expulsion of foreigners 
from the country, who may render them- 
selves obnoxious to Peixoto, and removes 
tho guarantee for safefy of their livea or 
property, which beretoforo has been ren- 
dered.

New York, Out. 20. — A Valparaiso cable 
says : The volcano on Uoimt jalbuoo baa 
again become active The streets of Oraomo 
are filled with piles of ashea which havo 
been thrown up from the orator. Traffic ia 
almost stopped by them on the roada near 
by.

BRITISH COLUMBIA MINES. 

Oplnlona or itn Eminent English Mining Ex- 
pert—A Profitable and Lasting 
Harvest Certain. 

(From tho Spokane Review.) 

1'rofeaEor A. E. Walton, M.B M.I.M.M., 
of London, i8 a guest at the Spokane. Ho 
has had an extensive tour through tho 
principal mining districts of British Colum- 
bia. 

" For a long time past the existence of 
mineral bearing ledges has been known," he 
said Last evening, "but it ia only within the 
laat few years that prospectors, capitalists 
and others have been attracted, owing to 
the high grado of the ore, both in galena 
and silver. At preaent the Slocan district 
is ahead, both in development and ship- 
ments of ore, and haa o^er 10 promising 
mines, among whidh may be mentioned the 
Slocan Star, Washington, Oshkosb, and 
othera that might be named. 

"In the Ainaworth district ono or two 
mines are shipping. There aro several good 
prospects in tho Lardcau district, but the 
development ia not so far advanced, al- 
though work and prospecting aro going' on. 

"In a large mining area like British Colum- 
bia all locations will not turn out to be 
mines. There iB certain to bo the usual 
' wild-cat' of all mining camps. Still thero 
ia no question that some good and paying 
properties exiat — and if judiciously aelected 
will bo a good field for the investment of 
capital. 

" Nelson, which i8 a protty town and a 
growing one too, has within seven miloa of 
it tho Silver King mine, which was organ- 
ized into an English company a few months 
ago, and they are commencing to got to work. 

" Tho value of tho picked and dreaaed ore 
from tho Slocan camps rune from about 100 
ounces and as high aa 500 ouncea, and car- 
riea from GO to 75 per cent, galena. 

" Railway communication, roads and 
cheap transport ia now what ia nquired. 
They aro in courao of construction, and 
when completed smelting und reduotion 
works will no doubt bo ereoted. Then tho 
mining region of British Columbia will give 
a profitable and lasting harvest from its 
niinoa to their owners."

SOUTH AMERICAN ADVICES. 



Relations Between Brazil aud Uru- 
guay— Hello's Fleet JJetilaied 
to Be Pirates. 



Serious Dillieultios in Peru— Treaty 
With Ecuador Disapproved— 
Costa Iiieaii Affairs. 



Sax Jose, Coata Rica, Oct. '20. — Presi- 
dent Roderiguez has refused to recognize a 
writ oi habeas corpus obtained on Weeks' 
behalf by his attorney, Fernandez, who ap- 
plied to tho courts on Tuesday and waa 
granted tho writ. Arrangements were com- 
pleted for taking Weeka to Port Limon. 
President Roderiguez' action has aroused a 
storm of indignation, aud it may havo diaaa- 
trous results. The preas protests vigorously 
and thero ia much popular disapproval. 

Montevideo, Oct. 20. — Advices from Rio 
are aa followB : Tho Brazilian miniator here 
had an interviow to-day with Uruguay's 
minister of foreign affairs, iu which tho re- 
lations of the two countries wero discussed. 
Brazil's representative urged that the Uru- 
guayan Government take no action toward 
recognizing tho provisional government es- 
tablished in Desterro and Santa Catarina. 
He pleaded that the ships in Mello's ileet 
were not outitled to other consideration 
than ia accorded to pirates, and ho asked, 
among other things, that the Uruguayan 
Government take atepa to prevent the fur- 
nishing of coal or water to any of tho rebel 
fleet at any of ita ports. No action has been 
taken by the Uruguayan Government on the 
application of the Brazilian minister mo far 
aa ia known. 

Tho Tirndentes ia atill in port with steam 
up, and the Republica is in waiting lor her 
to come out and light. From all appear- 
ances it ia about certain the Tiradentes is 
simply waiting for a good chance to creep 
paat her formidable enemy without being 
aeen. She ia waiting for a dark night or 
foggy weather, und then ahe will slowly 
Bteam in tho opposite direction to that iu 
which sho auppoaea tho Republica to bo. 
That aho will atcum boldly out iu fuce of 
odds of heavier guns and more of them ia 
not credited here. 

Fifty soldiers are hero waiting for tho 
Bahio, which is drifting with her rudder 
gone, but which is being searched for. It 
was currently reported List night that tho 
Brazilian river ti[uadrou has declared in 
favor of Mello. 

Lima, Peru, Oct. 20, — News of aerious 
importance has just been received from 
Huancayo. Indians there uro rising in 
revolt against tho Government, They arc 
in favor of ex-President Cacerea, whoso 
rights of citizenahip were recently taken 
from him by the Peruvian congress. 

Congress has disapproved the propoaed 
treaty with Ecuador, defining the boundary 
limha of tho two countriea. 



SHOOTING DOWN OF MINERS. 

Home Secretary Asqulth Alarmed at the 
Recent Denunciations. 

London, Oct. 20. — Homo Secretary Aa- 
quith haa taken alarm at tho denunciations 
poured on hia head in particular and upon 
tho Government in general, aa a remit of 
tho recent shooting down of the striking 
minora by tho military and the employment 
of Government detectivea to asaist the local 
police, and, at his iiiatanco, tho Govern- 
ment has appointed a commission composed 
of Lord Bowen, Sir Albert Rollit and R. B. 
Haldaue, a prominent lawyer and member 
of Parliament, to inquiro into and report 
upon the subject. The commission held its 
fiiat meeting to-day at Featherstone, where 
the miners wero attacked by the military. 
Several of tho witnesses summoned refused 
to appear.

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THE SILVER DEBATE. 

Voting on the Amendment to the lie 
peul Bill Will Begin 
This Week. 

As Soon as the Question Is Settled 
the Session Will 
Close. 



Washington City, Oct. 20 — Prospocts 
at the cloao of tho session of the Senate this 
eveuine wero fuvoruble to voting on amend- 
ments to tho repeal bill by Friday. Senator 
Jones will conclude to-day, und Senators 
Teller, Martin, Allen and Stewart desire to 
talk. 

The Senato spent nearly seven hours in 
session to-day. Tho whole time was con- 
sumed in discussing tho Bilver purchuse re- 
peal bill, although some minor legislative 
matters were disposed of by unanimous 
consent. Mr. Toller (Rep., Colorado,) and 
Mr. Stewart. (Rep. , Nevada,) continued tho 
speeches which they have been delivering 
at intervals for several weeks, and Mr. 
Squire (R«p. , Washington,) expressed his 
views in explanation and advocacy of an 
amendment previously offered by him. 

This amendment proposes to allow the 
ownora of silver bullion to have it coiuod in 
to standard silver dollars at the present 
ratio of 16 to 1, receiving standard silver 
dollars for it to the amount of tho commer- 
cial value of tho bullion, tho difference to bo 
retained as a reserve fuud by the Treasury. 
This coinage is not to exceed Sli, 000,000 per 
mouth, and iH to stop when tho uggregato 
amounts to $100,000,000 Tho silver dol- 
lars are to be full legal tender, and no cer- 
tificates are to be issued to represent them. 
The purchase eluuse of the Sherman act is 
to bo repealed. The Secrotary of tho Trea- 
sury is to bo authorized to issue bonds pay- 
able after rive years and bearing interest not 
to exceed 4 per cent, to tho amount of $'2t)0,- 
000,000 for the purpose of maintaining all 
the money of tho United States at par with 
the gold dollar. 

Mr. Squire said he had endeavored, in 
offering his amendment, to find that middle 
path which is tho path of safety. Originally 
he had been for repeal and was so now. 
There was no reasonable excuso for the Sen- 
ato (liko Nero) fiddling further ovor the sub- 
ject. Thero had been a timidity about 
acting on the subject of a bond issue (tho 
authority for which, he had no doubt, ex- 
isted) when, if action had beeu taken tho 
prasent panic, ho believed, would have been 
avoided. Any party and any administra- 
tion ought to bo bravo enough to face any 
issue and to act energetically and promptly. 
It was to him perfectly astounding that, the 
administration sat bupinely by and saw 
the public credit go to ruin with- 
out doing anything to prevent it. 
Tho only way bi-metallism (which every Sen- 
ator seemed to favor.from the Populist peffer 
to the groat financier.Sherman) was possible, 
under present circumstances, was by a lim- 
ited use of silver sustained at par by a largo 
gold reserve This limited and limping 
form of bi metallism existed now, and his 
amendment proposed to continue it under 
additional safeguards, and in a limited man- 
ner. He hud no disposition to place tho 
country on a silver basis ; ho believed that 
that would be the greatest calamity that 
could possibly happen, and this amendment 
would render it impossible. In closing 
his speech, Mr. Squiro said that 
if it were the pleasure of tho 
majority in tho Senato to postpone all posi- 
tivo legislation or action on thoso propo- 
sitions to a future day (contenting itself 
simply with a repeal of the Sherman Act) 
he would bow to its will ; but thero was no 
such good time as now. There was no 
escaping the responsibility, and the Ameri- 
can people would render their verdict for no 
unnecessary delay. He appealed to the 
Senate to do that which was practically for 
the immediato relief of the Government and 
of the peoplo. 

At 5:45 o'clock tho Senate took a recess 
until 11 o'clock to-morrow. 

Later enquiry confirms tho prediction 
heretofore made that some of the amend- 
ments will receive a sufficient vote to ensure 
adoption, but it is poRsiblo that none of 
them will receive so high a s'ote as will bo 
recorded in opposition to tho bill. The 
reason of this is found in the fact that tho 
silver men do not expect any of them to 
carry and therefore consider it unnecessary 
to attempt to have any of them adopted. 
A majority of the free coinage men are of 
tho opinion that nothing can bo agreed 
upon that would be advantageous to silver, 
and many of them announce their intention 
of voting only for the free coinuge amend- 
ment and of giving no countenance to any 
of the other amendments. The Republicans 
have abandoned all idea of tho introducing 
an umendment us a party measure. Sher- 
man thinks authority should bo given for 
bondB, but sees the difficulty of getting 
such a provision through at this time, and 
in all probobility will not attempt it. 

It is believed that if voting on tho amend- 
ments can be begun early on Friday a final 
vote can bo reached by Saturday and tho 
bill sent to the House for action. When 
the House shall have acted on thewbill there 
is very little doubt now that adjournment 
will be taken. So general is the desiro on 
tho part of tho members to get away that it 
would be next to impossible to hold a quor- 
um of either House in Washington City, 
even should it be attempted. At ono time 
it was believed there would be an effort to 
puss the bill for extension of tho Chinese 
Exclusion act, but the probability hus been 
averted. Senator Perkins, of California, 
asked the members of the committee on 
foreign relations to postpone their report 
upon the bill until White is able to take 
part in the discussion, and ho is led to bu- 
lieve the request will be granted. White is 
detained in California by important busi- 
ness. Perkins says there is sufficient of the 
appropriation carried by tho Ueary law to 
send Highbinders and Chinese gamblers out 
of tho country, and he thinks thero will be 
no great injury to anyone if they aro ex- 
ported before tho proposed change in the 
law is made. 

The arguments advanced by the adminis 
(ration Democratic leaders, which caused 
Buoh a sudden about-face in the position of 
tiio anti-repeal Democrats, were that up to 
the present, time the Democrats had by no | 
act given countenance to filibustering, had 
made no speeches for delay und had come to 
tho front und helped make a quorum during 
tho long night sessions. To continue tho 
fight longor they must take an aotivo part in 
filibustering, which, it was urged, with tho 
record they hud made, they could not afford 
to do. Such u courso would only result in 
giving tho Democratic purty a black eye, as 
it would appear that their courso was 
prompted by a desiro to defeat an adminis- 
tration measuro already indorsed by the 
Democratic house. They wero informed 
that they would not havo a corporal's guard 
with them in such a courso, and that tho 
party could not bo held rcsponsiblo for any 
such diBgraco as it would bring on tho 
Senate. This had tho intended effect. 

Bland went to tho Senate yesterday 



morning and conferred with tho silver 
leaders. On his return he was usked what 
would bo done when the bill came over to 
the House. "I um, of course,' he said, 
"opposed to that bill and to all com- 
promises thut do not recognize Bilver us 
money. Tho bill ought to bo ruferred to 
tho Coinage committee, but, being a House 
bill, it cun bo taken from the Speaker's 
tablo and the Senato amendments concurred 
in without reference to committee." Bland 
was asked if the Bilver men would forco tho 
repealers to have a quorum. " Oh, vob," ho 
replied, " they will have their quorum here 
to puas tho bill. 

MATABELE RAID. 

Interesting Interview with a Colonist— His 
Story Being Investigated. 

London, Oct. 26. — An interviow with a 
colonist named Davis, in reference to tho 
Matabelo raid at Fort Victoria and the 
alleged atrocities committed by tho British, 
was recently published. Davis is well 
known in Natal and in the Congo free state. 
He went to Mashonaland in January last, 
hoping to make a fortune in farming and 
other pursuits, but, becoming disgusted, ho 
abandoned his property and returned to 
Pretoria in September. In reference to the 
Matabela raid at Fort Victoria Davis de- 
clared that the yarns about Mushonas being 
killed in tho streets wero unfounded. Tho 
impi, ho Baid, never entered tho town, but 
Dr. Jameson summoned tho Matabelo head- 
men, who woio deferential while Dr. Juino- 
son himself brusquely gave them an hour in 
which to cross the Matabelo border, .'10 miles 
distant. 

Davis thus describes the pursuit : " Wo 
overtook the Impi seven miles from Victo- 
ria. They were going at a jog trot. Many 
wero unmounted. Dr. Jameson immedi- 
ately ordered us to fire. Our men were mad 
and shot down the MutubeleB like rabbits, 
shooting indiscriminately at the flead, 
wounded and dying. Twenty-five of the 
Matabeles were killed. Each body con- 
tained enough bullets to kill a dozen. Tho 
Matabeles never turned when we oponeil 
fire on them ; only one, an old man, tired a 
return shot, and he was immediately brain- 
ed. Another Matabelo was brained with a 
gun stock, which was smashed by tho blow. 
It was sickening work, yet on returning to 
Fort Victoria we were cheered aa though wo 
hud won a second Waterloo " 

Davis added that tho climate of Victoria 
is unhealthy und that prospectors run great 
risk of death. Tho chartered company's 
officials in Cape Town refer to Davis' state- 
ments us tho calumnious charges of a dis- 
appointed colonist. Sir Henry Loch, tho 
governor and commander in chief, is in- 
vestigating tho story. Ho is also inquiring 
into the recent nrrost ut Tati of the throe 
leadors of a small party at Matabelo, who 
eutered tho town. Ono of tho leaders is 
fnbengulas' brothor Coborgubo, who Bays 
he wub entrusted with a mission to Dr. 
Jameson. 



CHICAGO'S SUCCESSES. 

Attendance From the Opening Day— "World's" 
Congress Over— What Carlisle's 
Entertainment Cost. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 26 — Yesterday waa marine 
day at tho fair, and a delightful day it was 

clear and crisp, with a breezo from the 
south. Tho featuro of tho day wus a parada 
of all sorts of craft of all nations through 
the lagoons and other waterways of tho fair 
grounds. For the day parade they were 
decked with bunting. Last night they 
were illuminated with red fire, Chinese 
lanterns and fireworks, and thero wub alao a 
brilliant display of firoworks. The board of 
lady managera hold a special sessLn, and 
adjourned ufter a abort time to meet at the 
call of tho president. An elaborato banquet 
waa given last night at tho Auditorium by 
President Palmer, of tho World's Columbian 
commission. Among those responding to 
toasts wero Secretary of Agriculture Mor- 
ton, Governor Altgeld, Mayor Harrison, Sir 
Henry Truman Wood and Director-General 
Davis. 

Tho attendance from the opening day up 
to last night has been 20,419,959. Total 
admissions yesterday wero 281,529, of whom 
252,618 paid. 

The world's congreeaea are over. There 
will be several evening addresses and lec- 
tures, hut the regular congreeaea ceased 
with the real estate men, who devoted thoir 
finul session to discussion of the Torrens 
Bystem of real estate tenure and transfer. 

Tho Times says : Tho lady managers of 
the World's Fair at a meeting to-day lot an 
ugly cat out of tho bag. Last summer when 
Secretary and Mrs..Carlislo visited tho fair 
tho lady managers wanted money and were 
good to him. Among other ucts, the Cere- 
monies committco gave a reception coating 
between $100 and $500. Tho board sent a 
bill to Congress, und CongreBs refused to 
pay it, whereupon Secretary Carlisle per- 
sonally paid the bill. 



JOURNALISM IN NEWFOUNDLAND 

Au Editor Ilenten on Account of His Political 
Deliverances. 

St. John, Nfld., Oct. 25. — P. T. Mo- 
Grath, editor of tho Herald, wub violently 
assaulted lust night by Robert Thorburn, 
son of Sir R. Thorburn, formerly premier 
and lato leader of the opposition in tiio 
Newfoundland Parliament. Tho cauBe of 
the assault was the publication of articles 
against Thorburn's father in the Herald. 
Tho ussault was unexpected. Thorburn 
took bin victim at a disadvantage und at- 
tacked him while he was bending over a 
writing desk. Thorburn hit him with a 
heavy bludgeon, beating him senseless. Mc- 
Gruth, who hud been alone in the oflico, waa 
carried homo unconscious and attended by 
two physicians. His injuries nro extremely 
serious. Thorburn wus arrested and hold 
fnr trial in the Supreme court. MeGiath is 
said to hove been assaulted earlier in the 
duy by a hoodlum paid by Thorburn's party, 
but escaped with slight injuries.

A DISHONEST EVASION. 

'instead of answering our challenge to 
prove from tho Premier's speeehea that he 
tried to arouse a feeling of sectionalism 
while on the Mainland tho News-Advertiser 
resorts to sheer fabrication and puro inven 
tion. This is what it says :— 

Wo will go back to tho first placo where 
he (Mr. Davie) addressed a meeting during 
his tour. Thii was at Revelatoke, At 
Kevelstoko Mr. Davie emphatically and 
distinctly told his audionce that if the 
people of West Kootenay objected to the 
expenditure on tho new Parliament build 
ings at Victoria tho $000,000 could be 
charged to tho people of Victoria District 

Anything like tho above extract is so 
completely different from what the Premier 
did then say, or has ever said, that no ono 
who has followed the question will fail to 
denounco the extract aa misrepresentation of 
the grossest kind. 

The first meeting on tho Mainland ad- 
dressed by Mr. Davie was not at Revelatoke, 
as alleged by our contemporary, but at New 
Woatminster. There, after proving that the 
yearly cost of the buildings for sinking fund 
and interest would bo about §23,000, his 
speech as reported at the timo proceeds : 

Now I would like to know, if $25,000 is 
going to 1>3 expended for this purpose every 
year, how that sum, distributed over Ike 
whole Province, is going to shorten the funds 
available for building roads und making 
permanent improvements. 

The Premier's speeches at WostminBtor, 
Chilliwack and the Delta were fully report- 
ed. A very brief summary, only, of what he 
aaid at Revelstoke, was published in tho 
Kootenay Star. In reference to tho Parlia- 
ment Buildings the Premier pursued pre- 
cisely the same lino of argument as ho had 
followed at Now Westminster, showing 
that, distributed throughout the Province, 
the expenditure would not bo felt. Our 
contemporary carefully avoids referring to 
any of the reports as authority 
for tho words it tries to put into 
Mr. Davie's mouth. It cunningly 
falls back on the Revelatoke speech, of 
which there was no report beyond the 
briefest summary. To hold a speaker re- 
sponsible for tho hurried notes of a reporter, 
made for tho purpose of a summary such as 
that given of the Revelatoke meeting, would 
bo absurd. Tho Nows-Advertiser cannot 
oven Bhelter itself behind tho brief summary 
of the Kootenay Star for tho statement 
which it attributes to Mr. Davie, which, as 
wo havo already said, is sheer fabrication 
and invention. 

Ono of tho strongest points urged by tho 
sectionalists was that the Mainland had not 
received its just proportion of tho expendi- 
tures. Mr. Davio utterly routed them on 
this point by showing that in fifteen yeara, 
whilst tho Mainland had expenditures of 
nearly $3,000,000, Vancouver Island ex- 
penditures woro little more than half that 
amount, and that, therefore, according to 
tho principles of tho sectionalists thctnsolves, 
tho vote for tho Parliament buildings was 
Vancouver Island's duo. But, rising abovo 
sectional considerations, he claimed that 
tho Province was a largo ostato and that 
what bonoQtod ono portion — whether tho 
Mainland or tho Island — holped tho whole ; 
that tho Proviuco must be governed aa a 
whole, and tho money should bo expended 
wherevor it would bo of tho mojt advantage. 

Tho Advertiser says that neither Mr. 
Davio nor the Colonist haa ventured to con- 
tradict the statement it now attributes to 
tho Premier. How, wo would asK, could 
tho statement be contradicted before it was 
made, or if it or Bomothing like it had been 
said before, how can tho Colonist be ex- 
pected to wasto its spaco by contradicting 
evory silly atory or ovory malovolont fabri- 



cation that appears in tho Opposition news- 
papers. Both our time and our space are too 
fully occupied to permit us to be continually 
commenting upon and contradioting tho 
puerile trash in which our Opposition 
contemporaries delight. For iustunco, the 
Nows-Advertiser says it was Mr. Davio 
who wrote the article which it assays to 
anBwer. This, besides being Iiatanawill 
journalism, proves that tho editor of the 
Advertiser ia sadly lacking in critical 
acumen or ia ao dishonest that ho states 
what he knows to bo fulso in ordor to make 
what ho beliovea to bo a point uguinsl a 
political opponent. Omitting to answer 
falso statements like this and hundreds of 
others must not bo taken as an admission of 
their truth. They aro really not worth 
noticing. 

MISCHIEVOUSLY SENSATIONAL. 

It is very unfortunate that much of tho 
nows transmitted by cablo from liuropo to 
America is collected and compiled by per- 
sons who are unfriendly to England. So 
much of it ia diatorted by tho partisans 
through whoso hands it passes that it is 
wholly unreliable. 

I The anti-English telegrams are made tho 
most of by anti-English newspapers. They 
aro placed in conspicuous positions und in- 
troduced by aenautional headlines. 01 
course many place implicit reliance on these 
ono sided telegrams, beeauso thoy want to 
believe them to bo true, and others because 
they aro disposed to tako for tho 
truth anything that comes to them in 
tho shape of news. Such persons believe 
the sensational telegrams, and aro mudo un- 
happy by them, although tho information 
they convey is to them most uu welcome. An- 
other ifl'ect that these distorted telegrams 
huvo is to undennino many people's faith 
in cablo newa altogother. The first impulse 
of such peoplo, when thoy read a telegram, 
is to diabelievo it. They are convinced that 
it cither does not contuin tho whole truth, 
or the truth garbled and otherwise misre- 
presented. 

Our attention was directed to a telegram 
in the Times of Wednesday bearing th 
startling heading "An Era of Gloom," 
" Bankruptcy Stares England in tho Taco." 
This dismal telegram gives what ia evidently 
a misinterpretation of an article that ap- 
peared in an obscuro London newspaper. It 
speaks of agricultural and industrial dis- 
tress which is said to bo pending, and of an 
"extraordinary revelation" concerning tho 
national finances. This extraordinary re 
velation is a statement made by tho Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer that tho revenue baB 
not come up to tho Estimates, and that the 
deficit will be much greater than he calcul- 
ated upon. This is, of course, to bo de- 
plored, but it is nothing to be alarmed 
about. 

The compiler of tho telegram and tho fab- 
ricator of the headlines were evidently un- 
aware of the amount of tho Imperial rev- 
enue or of the way in which competent 
authorities deal with tho facta which they 
would have tho public boliove ato "extraor- 
dinary" and ominous of evil. 

Every intelligent person knows that in 
calculating debts and dtfficita, resources and 
income, are to bo considered. Tho debt, 
for instance, which would overwhelm a man 
with an income of ono thousand a year, 
would bo regarded as insignificant by a man 
whose income is as largo as twenty thousand 
a year. In the samo way, the liability 
which would ruin a man whose property is 
worth say ton thousand dollars would not 
be felt by a millionaire. 

Now, tho revenuo of Great Britain is 
over ninety million pounds Bterling. Tho 
total national income in 1890 91 was 
£96.350,104. In 1891-92 it was 
£99,023,898. Without adding what 
was collected and paid to local taxation 
accounts, tho revenuo of Great Britain was, 
for thoso two years, £80,282,228 and £91,- 
-128,533 respectively. What is a deficit of 
" twelve millions dollars, " when it is 
considered that tho revenuo is moro than 
450 million dollars ? It ia, in fact, a mere 
bagatelle. With such a revenue as is pour- 
ing into tho Imperial Treasury, the deficit 
which the telegram manufacturer would 
have the world believe threatens Great 
Britain with bankruptcy, is hardly worth 
considering. 

But it is perhupa worth whilo to see how 
the London Times, which is alwaya ready to 
sound tho alarm when financial danger 
uppcurs, has to say about these awful 
figures that tho nowsmonger across tho 
water is trying to Bcaro the world with. 
Tho Times of October 2, in an articlo on 
" Tho Revenue," says : " It ia not surpris- 
ing that tho preBont quarter should ahow a 
docroaBO in tho Exchequer receipts, though 
so great a decreuao as has actually occurred 
had not been anticipated." Tho Times pro- 
diets that tho deficit, at tho end of tho year, 
will be four times as great as the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer anticipated, but it does 
not appear to think that a deficit of two mil- 
lions in a timo of stringency is anything to 
get oxcitod about. Tho tono of tho Times' 
article is not evon soriouB. A few days before 
Sir William Rollit, addressing tho Associated 
Chambers of Commorco, said that " there were 
signs of improvement in tho commercial and 
iuduatrial outlook ; probably tho worst of 
tho depression had been aeen, and but lor 
some special circumstances in tho naturo of 
trade disputes, wo should bo evon further 
than wo wero upon the rising grado." ThiB 
ia not tho languugo of a man who saw 
"bankruptcy" staring his country in the 
face. 

Sir Courtonay Boylo, who is Permanent 
Secretary of tho Board of Trade, addressed 
tho Chambers of Commerce in tho same 
cheerful strain, "roviowing tho periods of 
ontruction and expansion during tho past 
forty years, and citing figures to show that 
oven in times of depression the trade of the 
country wua steadily and wholesomely pro- 
gressive." Sir Courtonay, it must bo ro- 
memborod, wbb addressing an audionce of 



commercial men, many of whom understood 
the situation quite as well aa ho did. 

Then wo aeo nothing of this awful British 
crisis in the Amorioan newspapers. There 
is a good doul in them about tho stringency 
iu their own country, and they aro obliged 
to confess that tho United States Secretary 
of tho Treasury will this yoar havo to face a 
deficit. Tho Government ia spending moro 
than ita income, and the deficit will, in all 
probability greatly exceed twelve millions 
of dollara, yet American journals and Am- 
oricun business men, though not in very 
high spirits, are very fur indeed from boing 
in tho dumps. 

Prophets of evil havo nover ceased to 
wail in Great Britain. Tho Old Country 
has been ruined in their estimation ut least 
half n dozen times in each generation since 
tho invasion of the Romans. If one-half 
that they predicted had corns true, 
London would bo to-day aa Carthago is. 
Thero would not bo a traco of it loft, and 
Britain's greatness would bo u mere matter 
of history. 

NOT AN ANSWER. 

On Sunday last, in reply to tho statement 
made by tho Vancouver Nows-Advertiser 
that tho Premier in his recent tour through 
tho Mainland did his best to urouBO a feeling 
of sectionalism, wo challenged that paper to 
produce from a reliublo report of any speech 
delivered by tho Promier whilo ho was on 
tho Mainland, a Binglo passage favoring see- 
tionaliam. It will have to bo admitted that 
the challenge was u fuir one. If Mr. Davie 
had, as the News-Advertiser uaserted, done 
his best on tho Mainland to arouse a feeling 
of sectionalism, his speeches would havo 
contained many passages calculated to divide 
the people and to causo the inhabitant* of 
the different sections to dislike and distrust 
each other. It could not huvo been other- 
wise. It would therefore huvo been the 
oasiest thing in tho world to find these pas- 
sagta. The only difficulty would have been 
to make a judicious selection. Tho editor 
would in his search for prouf be embarrassed, 
so to speak, by his riches, 

Tho reader of tho Advertisor who was so 
unsophisticated as to believe in its editor, 
must, after our challougo had appeared, 
have expected to seo tho noxt number of 
that paper filled with extracts from Mr 
Davie's .Mainland speeches in typo of all 
sorts and sizes. What must have been his 
surprise when tho articlo which purported 
to be an answer to our challenge did not 
contain a single quotation from any of the 
Premier's apeeches ! Thero wero words, 
words, worda, but no proof. Thero was 
paragraph upon paragraph of dreary rub- 
bish which the writer was, perhaps, foolish 
enough to conaidor smart, but not one 
singlo word to tho point. The challenge 
which the Nows-Advertiser affected to bo- 
lieve was oasily answered was not an- 
swered. 

Tho only conclusion to which an intelli 
gent reader could have eomo after reading 
tho News-Advertiser's dreary and pointless 
article, is that tho editor had made a charge 
which ho was utterly unable to substantiate. 
There is no doubt that if the editor could 
havo found in any of Mr. Davie's speeches 
a single sentence that could bo twisted into 
an incitement to sectionalism, bo would 
have produced it with half a column of pre- 
faco and any number of llouriahes. But it 
was not to be found, for tho very simplest 
and beBt of all reasons, which ia that tho 
Promier did not on his tour on tho Mainland 
try to arouse sectional feeling. 

In Wednesday's issue tho News-Adver- 
tiser returns to tho subject of the accusa 
tion. It ia evident that the editor had 
some misgivings that his answer to our 
challenge was no answer at all, and ho en 
deavors to get out of the difficulty in which 
ho has placed himself by quibbling ubout 
"sectionalism" and "separation." But his 
attempt to muddle tho question is vain. 
Ho accused Mr. Davio of an attempt to 
arouse a feeling of sectionalism on tho 
Mainland. Wo challenged him to prove 
his own uccusation by producing an extract 
from any of Mr. Davie's speeehea, in which 
that gentleman attempted to urouse sec 
tionul feeling. He has not done this. It ia 
open for him to do it still. lie has given 
the public enough rot and rigmarole on this 
subject. Lot him now ahow, by quoting 
Mr. Davie's own words, that thore is even a 
shadow of foundation for the churgo he 
mukes.

Important Law Suit— Farwoll vs. the 
Queen— Mr. McCarthy's 
Argument.

Whom Rests the Authority 
Jssue Patents to Public 
Lauds ?

(From Uio Toronto Globo.) 

Ottawa, Oat. 19.— An important con- 
trovoray between the Federul and 
Provincial powors rolativo to tlio 
railway belt in British Columbia, 
which is forty miles wide and extends right 
across tho centre of the Province, and in- 
volving also tho interesting constitutional 
question as to whether tho Crown can do 
one thing through the Lieutenant-Governor 
of aProvinco and then repudiate it through 
tho Governor General, came before tho 
Supremo Court of Canada to-day in tho 
shape of tho appeal of Furwcll v. tho Queen. 

In 1885 Farwell obtained by purchase a 
Crown grant under tho great seal of British 
Columbia of 1,175 acres of land situated in 
what is known aB tho railway belt of British 
Columbia, a tract of land twonty miles on 
either side of tho C. P. convoyed by 
Provincial statute to tho Dominion in 18811 
to allow of tho Dominion recouping ituolf 
from sales to settlers for tho expenditure on 
tho ruilway. The Dominion Government 
entered an action in the Exchequer Court 
for intrusion, claiming possession of these 
1,175 aores in behalf of Her Majesty. The 
Exchequer Judge decided in favor of Far- 
woll, but on appeal the Supremo Court of 
Canada reversed this, and ordered 
Farwoll be dispossessed of the lands. 

List year the Dominion Government, for 
the Queen, entered another action in the 
Exchequer court to annul tho Crown patont 
issued by tho Lieutenant-Governor of Bri- 
tish Columbia to Farwell, and the court 
held tho patent to bo void on the ground 
that the Dominion, and not the Province, 
owned tho lands. To-day Mr. D'Alton Mc- 
Carthy asked the court to set aside the de- 
cision of tho Exchequer Judge. He object- 
ed to the Crown taking an action for intru- 
sion and afterwards to annul tho grant on 
the ground that the Crown has no right to 
split its remedy and harass the subject. He 
also contended that tho Exchequer court 
had no jurisdiction, because tho Provincial 
courts were the proper forum in which to 
take proceediugs. und then it must be done 
by petition of right or some other form 
enmnuting from tho Crown as represented 
in the Province. 

MR. m'oabtuy's main point, 
however, was that tho decision of the Privy 
Council in the precious minerals case deter- 
mines that whilo tho Dominion Government 
have, under tho agreement of 188.'), the 
right to sottlo tho lands and nominato tho 
persons to whom patents of tho lands aro to 
issue, the power to issue theso patents is a 
prerogative right which is exercisable only 
by tho Crown in right of tho Province as 
holder of tho title paramount, and thut such 
right is to be exercised whenever invoked in 
that belief in favor of its nominees by tho 
Dominion Government, or its accrodited 
agents in British Columbia. If it were 
otherwise and the Dominion Government 
had tho light to issue patents in tho uamo 
of Her Majesty of theso landB, then it 
ought logically to have the right to establish 
land registry offices in the bolt for the regis- 
tration of Bueh patents, and the confusion 
that would ariso if there were to bo separate 
laud registry systems existing together in 
the Province needs only to bo mentioned to 
bo appreciated. 

Mr. McCarthy dwelt strongly on the fact 
that the titlo to all public lands was vested 
in the Crown, and all either a Province or 
tho Dominion could have was a beneficial 
interest in them, tho proceeds of the soles 
or tho leasing of them. In this case under 
the arrangement between British Columbia 
and the Dominion, certain territorial rev- 
enue, and in one sense tho administration of 
the lands in this belt, paBsed to the Do- 
minion, but tho title to tho land remuined 
still in the Crown, and when tho Crown, as 
represented by tho Lieutenant-Governor, 
granted these lands to Farwoll, it was con- 
stituted 

AN rJNIMPEAAOIIABLK TITLE, 
which could not bo void, and could only bo 
voided with the consent of tho Crown, us 
represented, not at Ottawa, but in British 
Columbia. In other words, her Majesty in 
British Columbia could not grant these 
janda under the great seal and then after 
wards as represented at Ottawa ask that tho 
patent bo declared void. The Crown was 
[he sumo at Victoria Ua al Ottawa, >'2 ther - . 
Wise, mv * ordSi » nBke ,i Mr. McCarthy, I 
'what do tho words, ' Victoria, by the | 
grace of God,' and so forth, in tho patent to [ 
my client, mean \ " 

The ChvA Justice— You would say that 
the Dominion having a beneficial interest or 
Use of thoao lands, by sale of them to the 
settlers would have to take their grant to 
the Province and say, " Here, affix your 
great seal to our patent." 

Mr. McCarthy —Yes, my Lord, I am go- 
ing to argue that. Nothing could bo more 
detrimental to tho rights of a Province than 
to say that the Dominion power should con- 
trol a great body of land in tho middlo of 
the Province. That was what produced the 
judgment of tho Privy Council in the Onta 
rio timber licenses case. To say that British 
Columbia reigns north of this great belt -10 
miles wide und British Columbia reigns 
south of this belt, and that another alto- 
gether reigns in the middle, is a proposition 
of very serious moment to the Province. I 
contend that ull tho Dominion can convey 
is tho beneficial interest, namely, the terri- 
torial revenues ; it cannot own tho land ab- 
solutely. 

The Chief Justice— It would bo giving the 
lands with one hand and withholding then 
with tho other if tho Dominion cannot deal 
freely with them and clotho a purehuser 
with a good title. That was 

THE CLEAR INTENTION 
of tho British Columbia statute vesting 
these lands in tho Dominion, otherwise the 
Dominion has not got what it bargained for, 

Mr. McCarthy— Well, my Lord, if I am 
not at liberty to argue the case— 

Tho Chief Justico— Oh, yes. 

Mr. McCarthy proceeded to cite tho judg 
ment of tho Judicial committee of tho Privy 
Council in the precious metals caso when 
Mr. Justico Gwynno remarked : " Tho 
greatest difficulties I havo always uriBe from 
tho decisions of the Judicial committee in 
interpreting tho British North America act." 

Mr. McCarthy repeated his contention 
that ho could not treat a patent from tho 
Crown as a piece of waste paper. 

Tho Chiof Justico — I say this patent is 
void, ah initio, and that has already been 
deoided by this court. 

Mr. McCarthy— Well, if Your Lordship 
thinks I ought not to argue tho case 

His Lordship mudo no reply and Mr. Mc- 
Carthy wont on to say that ull this court 
decided was that tho Dominion was entitled 
to possession, and that a higher court, tho 
Imperial Privy Council Judicial Committoo, 
had decided in the precious metals cuso that 



the reversion is in the Crown as represented 
by tho Province. Tho question of titlo had 
never been decided by thia court. 

Mi. Hogg, Q C, of Ottawa, for tho Do- 
minion, held that tho Dominion must be 
able to give a good titlo to tho purchasers 
of these lands. Tho Dominion Government 
could not take tho land out of tho territorial 
boundaries of British Columbia; but upon 
selling the landB thus granted to private in- 
dividuals they would rovert to tho Province 
of British Columbia, as far as tho question 
of territorial rights or the exeroisu of Pro- 
vincial laws were concorned. 
Judgment was reserved. 




OUR NEIGHBORS' NEWS. 

Toronto Empire : Tho mishap to the 
Miowera, tho lino steamer of our new lino 
to Australia, will bo greatly regrotted. The 
hopo will bo universal that the veaBol may 
bo got off tho shoal without injury. But 
Honolulu is un out of tho way place for a 
vessel to bo in difficulty of that kind. 

Manitoba Free Proaa : Premier Greonway 
states that the Manitoba exhibit building at 
tho World's Fair would bo closod on October 
31, only remaining open whilo the exposition 
lasted. Tho natural history portion of the 
exhibit would bo Bent to Winnipeg aB a per- 
manent fixture hero. Tho rest of tho exhil>- 
its would be disposed of in Chicago, with 
tho exception of the loaned articles. 

Montreal Witness : Tho Hon. Mr. Wal- 
luco, comptroller of customs, has been in 
the city at the custom houso for a day or 
two. His plain, diroct dealing with tho 
officials and tho citizens with whom ho was 
brought into contact, proeluced a favorable 
impression. Mr. Wallace is easily approach- 
ahlo, and deals with business men in a 
busineas-like manner. Tho local officials 
speak highly of him, With respect to the 
vacant offico of collector, they say that just 
us soon as the estimates uro prepared, Mr. 
R. White will receive the appointment. 

St. Catharines Star: There have been 
delivered tu certain porBons through tho 
post offico during the past week notices 
which, asido from thoir solemnity, aro 
somewhat luciicrous. Hero is one of them, 
addressed to a former citizen, who is now, 
it is hoped, in a better lanel than this: 
"You are hereby notified that, pursuant to 
tho statute in that behalf, a court of re- 
vision for tho voters' list for the municipal- 
ity of the city of St. Catharines for tho 
year 181W will be held by tho judge of tho 
county of Lincoln, at the Court House, in 
tho city of St. Catharines, on September 5, 
ut 10 a.m., and you aro requested to ap- 
pear at said court, for that hath com- 
plained that your namo is wrongfully in- 
serted in tho said voters' list, because you 
aro dead." 

West Chester, Pa., News : A new danger 
to peoplo who persist in sleeping with their 
mouths open is indicated in the caso of a 
woman in Hartford, who, in addition to be- 
ing a heavy sleeper, is addicted to tho open- 
mouth habit. She aroso from her bed tho 
other morning and felt a crawling, sickening 
sensation at the stomach, which increased to 
such un extent that a physician was sum- 
moned. Ho prescribed tor tho patient, 
tolling her that the trouble, whatever it 
was, would soon disappear.

ELLA WHEELER WILCOX ON THE 
WRECKS OF LIFE. 



Incomplete Lives — The might Have Been 
and llio Is Not— One Woman'i Tollot. 
Drifting on the Sea or Time— Golden 3Io- 
ments.

LIFE'S pathway is strewn 
with wrecks of incomplete 
lives. Here and there wo 
come across a successful 
structure, but everywhere wo see the 
might have been and tho is not. 

Especially do women seem to fall short 
of their early dreams and aspirations in 
life. Scarcely a woman I meet but tells 
mo of lu*r longing to be or do this or 
that and how she has boon hampered and 
hindered by lack of time. In olden times 
women could not do what they desired 
for lack of opportunity. To sew, to em- 
broider, to spin, to weave, to rock the 
cradle* and keep the house — there was 
her sphere and there alone 

If she longed to ride a horse, to swim 
across tho river, to develop her physical 
strength by outdoor sports, to become a 
linguist, or a botanist , or a mathema- 
tician, she was obliged to keep such un- 
womanly thoughts within her own 
breast. 

No matter how bold and bravo she 
might be, how willing to defy public 
opinion, there was not the opportunity 
for her to gain her ends. 

But in this age scarcely a country vil- 
lage esists in tho most remote interior 
which does not contain its gymnasium 
or teacher of physical culture, its class 
in botany or languages, and its plunge, 
lako or pond where ambitious girls can 
acquire tho useful, healthful and charm- 
ing accomplishment of swimming. 

All that any girl needs in this day to 
be cultured in mind and athletic in body 
is timo and ambition. 

Tho impulse of tho ago is ambition. 
But woman seems utterly at a loss to 
know how to use her timo. 

"I do so long to have timo to study," 
said a bright and beautiful girl guest to 
mo recently. "At school I learned a lit- 
tle about French, and I have meant to 
go on with it and learn enough to at 
least enable mo to read tho best French 
authors in tho original, but I have no 
timo, you see. Lifo is so full of inter- 
ruptions, and I go out and entertain so 
much, and tho days are so broken. Thero 
is no timo for anything in this busy, 
rushing ago." 

"Thero is as much timo as thero over 
was," I replied. "All you need is a 
knowledge of how to uso it and tho will 
power to put that knowledge into ac- 
tion." 

"I don't understand you," she said. "If 
ono is driven from one engagement to an- 
other, from one duty to another, and has 
barely time to mako toilets and partako 
of refreshments, and sleep sufficient to 
keep lifo in tho body, how can ono do 
more?" 

"By not. dawdling," I replied. "Daw- 
dling wrecks more ambitions than mis- 
fortuno or lack of ability." 

"What do you moan by dawdling?" 
she asked. 

"Just what you have been doing for 
tho last 15 minutes," I responded. 

"Why, I have been making my tiolet, 
she said in a grieved voice. "One must 
not neglect tho person, however ambi- 
tious the mind may be." 

I agreed with this assertion most ear- 
nestly. "But," I added, "you have not 
been making your toilet — only pretend 
ing to do so. You asked me to come 
into your room and chat with you while 
you dressed. You let down your hair 
and took up your brush; then you turned 
and began to talk to me without making 
one movement toward dressing your 
hair. All you said could have been t- 
tered while you braided your tresses 
and pinned them up. You were not de- 
livering an oration which required ges- 
tures or tho concentrated power of your 
body. 

"Then you picked up your slipper and 
seemed to fall into a reverio over it.

night falls sho has wasted enough time 
to have taken her to tho swimming 
school twico over. 

Such peoplo wasto life's precious 
cloth of gold by fraying and raveling 
out the threads, and then complain that 
tho fabric is too small to cover their 
Heeds. 

Tho successful in lifo aro loss fre- 
quently geniuses than merely peoplo who 
(lo not dawdle.

WOMAN'S WORLD IN PARAGRAPHS. 



Read Below and Then Say "Which Is tho 
Extravagant Sex. 
Coming down town in a Now York el- 
evated train yesterday morning I over- 
heard two gentlemen commiserating tho 
sad fate of ono of their friends who had 
married early in life. Ono of them was 
plainly tho kind of man who stays singlo 
in order that ho may spend all his money 
on himself, which is a good thing for 
posterity. "John would marry," said he, 
"and now look at him. His children aro 
growing and havo to have music lessons 
and all that, and it keeps his noso right 
down. But now he's in it." "Yes," said 
tho other, "with an extravagant wifo 
too. With somo women $80 a month 
is as good as $150 is to somo of tho rest." 
An extravagant wifel Let us see. Tho 
two men belonged to the cdass of average 
well dressed city men who smoke and 
drink moderately, as they call it; not 
drunkards or slaves to tobacco by any 
means, but who just smoke, say, four 
cigars a day, take a drink of whisky 
beforo each meal and perhaps fourglasses 
of beer in the (-veiling. On Sunday the 
indulgence is a little extra, of course. I 
am informed by gentlemen who havo 
been kind enough to "'less" to mo that 
If! a day tho year around is a fair aver- 
ago for tho alcohol and tobacco con- 
sumed by tho ordinary city man. And 
yet these very men talk of extravagant 
wives! A dollar a day would clothe out 
and out annually a family of children. 
I wonder men can look a woman in tho 
faco and preach to her about extrava- 
gance. 

The native Maoris of New Zealand 
wero enfranchised in lfciT'i, several years 
later than tho negroes of tho United 
States. Tho Maoris still vote in JS'ew 
Zealand, and tho negroes still voto in 
some parts of the United States. This 
year New Zealand has extended the right 
of suffrage till it now includes women, 
so that New Zealand women, white and 
Maori, can voto and hold office as freely 
as a man can.

During the past summer somo of tho 
women's clubs in tho largo cities inau- 
gurated the delightful fashion of buying 
or hiring a honso in tho country or by 
tho seashore, where tho members could 
go and take their ease away from tho 
discomfort and mixed company of a 
great hotel. One of the clubs that thus 
had its own stopping and resting place 
was tho New Haven Ladies' Cycle club. 
Their country clubhouse was within 
reach of New Haven by bicycle, and tho 
members spun out upon their wheels to 
their cottage and back again as they 
pleased. This is a charming idea and 
ought to be followed up extensively an- 
other summer and hereafter. 

Though Miss Ella Knowles just missed 
by a few votes being elected attorney 
general of Montana, she was afterward 
appointed assistant attorney general, 
which is quite satisfactory. This brave, 
bright young woman has lately been in 
Washington to confer with thesecretary 
of tho interior and the United States at- 
torney general in reference to Montana 
school lands. 

It is to bo hoped that tho sweet po- 
tato flour which is made by means of a 
St. Louis woman's invention will soon 
be on the market. Doctors aro discov- 
ering just now that wheat and corn 
bread and all cereals are very bad for tho 
human stomach. They stuff us up with 
starch and mineral salts and make our 
muscles grow old and stiff, so tho ex- 
perts say. Likewise yeast fermentation 
is very harmful, we are told. If sweet 
potato bread will do any better by us, 
then wo ought to havo it. 

It gives me pleasure to record that tho 
first woman to register and voto in her 
ward in New Haven tinder the new Con- 
necticut school lav,- was tho wifo of a 
newspaper editor, Her name is Mrs. 
Ahby B. Sheldon. 

Mrs. Josephine Bntler, in an inter- 
view printed in tho English paper called 
Tho Young Woman, gives this as her 
word to girls: "The one thing I feel is 
their lack of dignity. The sense of their 
own worth should bo impressed upon 
girls in all ranks of life. They aro too 
cheap. They aro made cheap, and they 
allow themselves to become cheap. They 
ought to remember that they are queens 
born, and that they must comport them- 
selves as such." 

I havo lately seen in somo paper tho 
statement that the great raisin industry 
of California was founded by a woman, 
Miss M. F. Austin, a teacher wdio had 
lost her health in her profession. Sho 
built tho first drier for tho raisin grapes 
and invented tho'style of packing which 
made tho California raisin attractive to 
buyers. This is all true, but not all tho 
truth, which is sad enough in this case. 
Miss Austin had not capital enough to 
extend her own vineyards and purchase- 
tho appliances necessary to complete Her 
success. At tho saino timo her health, 
always delicate, broke down .again. Miss 
Austin died in March, 1880, and died not 
at all wealthy. Others reaped where sho 
had sown, and sown so bravely. The 
raisin grapo growers of California ought 
to build a monument to her memory.

Washington, D.C., Out. 20.— There has 
been mnro or less comment in senatorial 
circles over the fact that when Senator John 
L. Mitchell went west a couple of weeks 
ago to consult with Milwaukee people who 
are unxious to resuscitate the Mitchell 
hank, he suspended his journey at Chicago, 
and that tho Milwaukee people who wanted 
to confer with him wero compelled to go 
down there for that purpose.

Pursuant to Section 7 of the ' Horticultural 
Boa-d Act 1892," as Amended by the 
"Horticultural Board Act (1892) Amend- 
ment AC, 1893," the Following Pu'es 
and Regulations a'e Published. 

Rui.kI. All aeents, dealers, nurserymen, or 
persons Importing, Belling or distributing; nur- 
sery stock, as well as all treo«, plants and fruit 
(unless they havo in t heir possession A corl'fl- 
cato from tho Horticultural Board Hint (.heir 
property is freo of pests) before distiibutlng, 
offering for sale or disposing of any articlo as 
abovo niontlonod. ibill notify the member of 
tho Board, his agent or representative in whose 
district any such article is found or tho Secre- 
tary or Inspector of this Board, who shall in- 
spect or cause to bo inspected said nursory 
ok, trees, plants or fruit, and if they are 
found to bo free from pests, shall issue a corti- 
ficato to tho ownor or person in chargo. Btating 
said articles appear freo from injurious insect 
posts. 

RULE 2. All porsons possessing, forwarding, 
or distributing trees, plants, nursery stock, or 
fruit Infested with any insect such as: Woolly 
aphis, apple-tree aphis, surfy bark-louso,oyBtoi- 
sboll bark-louso, San Joso scnlo, red scale, bor- 
ers, currant worms or other known injurious 
inBects shall havo tho sanio disinfected nnd 
cloansed of such insects beforo forwarding, dls 
tribuling, soiling or disposing of said treeB 
plants or fruit. 

RULE 3. Tho Board demand that nil boxes 
or crates which have boon used in the importa- 
tion of fruit or nursorr stock into this Pro- 
vince Bhall bo Immeditely broken up and de- 
stioyod by flro, whereby growers will avoid 
tho oxpenso of disinfocting, which it Ib incum- 
bent on tho mombors of tho Horticultural 
Board or tholr ngents to enforce. Tho follow- 
ing method will bo considered sulllciont for dis- 
infocting boxes. oLc: By dipping them In 
boiling water containb g not less than ono 
pound concentrated lye or potush to every ten 
gallonsof water and submerging said material 
not less than live minutes. 

Hut.e 4. Nursory stock or any trees or 
plants infested by any insects, as included in 
Hulo2 shall bo disinfected by dippirg In a 
solution prepared as fol.ows : Tako tbreo 
pounds sonp (whale oil or good homemade 
soap), throo pounds sulphur and ono pound 
Gilloit's concentrated lye, or lyo of equal 
strength and purity, boil one hour in four gal- 
lons of water, add ono gallon coal oil, then boil 
slowly twenty minutes and udd twenty-five 
gallons of water. 

RULES, Whero insect pests such as aro men- 
tioned in tho British Columbia Fruit Growers' 
Supplement for lrKi, or other known injurious 
insects, aro found to exist, spraying must bo 
dono and other remedies applied during tho 
growing season, while tho trees aro in leaf, as 
shall bo recommended by the Board from titno 
to tlmo, so that tho inBocts can at least bo held 
in check until the stronger washes of tho dor- 
mant soason can bo safely applied, 

RULtcfl. Whero hop fields nro infested with 
tho bop louse, spraying must bo dono as shall 
be recommended by tho Board. 

RULK 7. Horticultural and fruit growers' 
socletieaaro rapested to work in harmony 
with this Hoard, nnd may without cxpenao to 
tho Board elect from their number ono or more 
persons to act as local Inspectors or advisers, 
who shall report to tho membors of tho Horti- 
cultural Hoard of tho district in which such 
Boclety is located, or to tho Secretary or In- 
spector of tho Provincial Board, capes whero 
trees or plants aro infested, and tho owner or 
person In charge rofuaoj to obey tho directions 
of thosoclo'y in carrying out tho rules of tho 
Board ; alBO any othor matters of iniportnnco to 
tho interests of tho society. 

Hulk 8 All mombors of tho Board aro horo- 
by suthorlzed to inspect any garden, orchard, 
trees or nursery of trees, fruit, packing bouse, 
warehouse, storeroom, salesroom, or any othor 
place in tho Province liable to bo infestod with 
any noxious insects or eggs or larvre of any 
such Insects in order to satisfy themselves that 
tho rules and regulations or tho Board aro duly 
Obsorvcd, 

RULE 9. Any person having infested mator- 
ial, trees, plants, fruit or packages and rel'uses 
or neglects to tako action to have tho name dls- 
iifected, or pests exterminated, after duo 
notice lias been givon, shall bj deemed guilty 
of an oll'cnco ngalnst the act and shall be dealt 
with according lo tho law.
